wood Lumber Mills of Northern 
California. 

The mass meeting and demonstra- 
tion ef AFL labor organizations, 
the Carpenters’ District Council 
and the Redwood District Council 
of Lumber and Sawmill Workers, 
two veterans’ organizations and 
representatives of all branches of 
AFL labor in the northern part of 
the state is to protest the shipment 
of scab lumber by the mill oper- 
ators. 

The Lumber and Sawmill Work- 
ers, with the aid of other joint 
labor organizations, were successful 
in stopping “hot” lumber at Santa 
Rosa when they picketed the rail- 
road station of the Northwestern 
Pacific Railroad Company. 

Members of the Railroad Brother- 
hoods refused to crack the picket 
line and the hot lumber was stopped 
before it could reach the Bay Area 
for overland transhipment. 


Invitations have been extended 
ali representatives of the American 
Federation of Labor to join with 
the Redwood District Council in 
this demonstration and prove to the 
mill owners that the entire AFL 
labor movement of Northern Cali- 
fornia are behind the strikers. 

Pat Fogarty, secretary-treasurer 
of Shipwrights’ Local 1149 was ap- 
pointed by President Al Brown to 
represent the Central Labor Coun- 
cil at the demonstration this Sat- 
urday. All other AFL members are 
also invited to be at Fort Bragg this 
Saturday.

Metal, Building, Label Trades 
Open Convention Sessions 


OF BUREAUCRATIC 


ACTS INJURIOUS TO LABOR 


CHICAGO.—Delegates from three 
major divisions of the American 
Federation of Labor gathered here: 
for their annual meetings which 
serve as a curtain-raiser to the 65th 
AFL convention opening here Oc- 
tober 7th. 

They included the Metal Trades, 
the Union Label, and the Building 
and Construction Trades Depart- 


ments. 

All three were confronted with 
serious questions touching upon 
wages, hours, climbing living costs, 
legislation covering many issues 
vital to labor and relations with 


Federal agencies. 
In a comprehensive report to the 


Metal Trades Convention John p.| 


Frey, president, was sharply critical 
of some Government agencies whose 
authority extends into the field of 
labor. He singled out particularly 
the National Labor Relations Board 
which he said, had shown an anti- 
AFL bias. 


Discussing the Government's part 
in labor matters, Mg. Frey said: 

“As there must be Federal agen- 
cies wielding authority, it strikes 
the average man that Trade Union- 
ists cannot be protected unless there 
is action by Congress which would 
prevent such conditions as those 
against which we have found cause 
to complain. 

“As the situation stands today, 
our welfare, our rights and our op- 
portunities rest largely in the hands 
of men given great authority, over 
whom we have no voice, for they do 
not hold elective office. It is our 
well-measured conviction that the 
existence of a bureaucracy is a defi- 
nite menace to free institutions, 
and as they increase in number, the 
menace is increased.” 

Pursuing this issue further, Mr. 
Frey told the delegates: 

“Government by law, which regu- 
lates and defines the authority of

| “It is most gratifying to find that 
the present membership of our In- 
ternational Unions is much larger 
than before the war and that friend- 
ly relationships have been estab- 
lished with thousands of employers 
,who formerly were opposed to main- 
taining cordial relations. 

“From one end of the country to 
the other, AFL unions, early this 
year, negotiated wage contracts 
which precluded an increase in 
prices. Over three thousand of such 
agreements were entered into which 
carried no price increases.” 
| Discussing the internationai labor 
picture, Mr. Frey reported grave 
difficulties in reviving the Interna- 
‘tional Metal Workers’ Federation in 
a manner which would restore its 
former effectiveness. 


| “A free trade union movement 
,does not exist in most of Europe,” 
‘he said. “What was previously the 
largest trade union in Europe, that 
‘of Germany, has practically van- 
ished.” 

| Mr. Frey said many obstacles had 
| been encountered in the attempts to 
jrestore free trade unionism, in the 
‘allied occupied areas. 

“Russia,” he said, “apparently 
wants only the form of so-called 
trade unions which were permitted 
\in Russia.” 

“As it is, the official hand in the 
French, British, and American 
‘zones in Germany has not proved 
itself to be either helpful or friend- 
ly,” he declared.

RETIREMENT PLAN 


George W. Grosser, business rep- 
resentative of Sheet Metal Workers, 
Local No. 216, announced today that 
the Sheet Metal Workers had en- 
dorsed Proposition No. 3 on the 
general election ballot that provides 
for a minimum salary of $2400 a 
jyear for full time public school 
| teachers and for state support of 
public education on a basis of $120 
per year per pupil from the kinder- 
garten through Junior College. 

Grosser stated further that at the 
same meeting that Proposition No. 
3 was endorsed, a resolution en- 
|dorsing the measure to establish a 
local retirement plan for the certi- 
!ficated staff of the Oakland Ele- 
imentary and High School districts 
which includes the San Leandro 
High School also received the ap- 
| proval of Sheet Metal Workers, Lo- 
; cal 216. 

The local retirement plan, stated 
Grosser, will provide for a minimum 
retirement salary of approximately 
$100.00 per month when combined 
with the benefits accruing from the 
State Retirement Fund for those 
members becoming eligible for re- 
jtirement according to the laws of 
the state within the next twenty 
years. 

The Sheet Metal Workers’ Union 
heartily approved of the local retire- 
ment plan and recommended its 
passage at the November general 
election. 

Local 216 also placed itself on 
record as being opposed to Proposi- 
tion No. 13 on the November ballot 
and communications to that effect 
were forwarded to Dr. Odell, super- 
intendent of the Oakland Public 
Schools. : 


Social Security 
Benefit Payments 
To Survivors Of 
Veterans Of War Il 


SAN FRANCISCO.—As the result 
of a recent amendment to the Social 
Security Act, benefits will be paid 
to the widows and dependent chil- 
dren of veterans who, since their 
discharge from military service, 
have died from causes not due to 
military service. 

While in the armed services, vet- 
erans made no contributions to 
their social security accounts. Until 
this amendment was made, there- 
fore, their widows and orphans 
could not receive the benefits of the 
survivors feature of the Social Se- 
curity Act. Now, at any time within 
three years after a veteran’s hon- 
orable discharge from the armed 
services, his survivors may receive 
pensions in varying amounts from 
$10 to $85 per month. These pen- 
sions are paid only to children un- 
der the age of 18 and to widows as 
chil- 
dren under the age of 18. The maxi- 
mum of $85 is paid only where 
there are four survivors, that 
either four children under the 
of 18 or a widow and three depen-

dent children.

There is also a retroactive provi- 


sion in this amendment, which be- 


came effective on August 10, 1946. | 


Where an honorably discharged vet- 
eran has died prior to August 10, 
1946, his survivors may still re- 
ceive benefits, retroactive to the 
date of his death, providing they 
may make application prior to Feb- 
ruary 10, 1947. 

This amendment goes a long way 
toward compensating veterans who 
were unable to make payments to 
their social security accounts be- 
cause of their service in the armed 
forces, but there is still a gap which 
must be filled. That gap is in the 
old age insurance feature of the 
Social Security Act. Because vet- 
erans were unable to make contri- 
butions to their accounts during 
their military service, their average 
payments over the total period 
during which they were eligible for 
coverage is lower than if they had 
not been in the armed forces. When 
they reach the age of 65, therefore, 
they will find that they are receiv- 
ing smaller benefits than they would 
otherwise be entitled to. This situa- 
tion can be remedied only by mak-

for handicapped workers. This year 
the designated week is October 6th 
te 12th. 

Among the millions of handicapped 
persons in the United States are 
thousands of veterans of two world 
wars, millions of victims of indus- 
trial or other type of accidents or 
sickness, and those who are handi- 
capped as a result of sickness or 
birth. A recent survey by the Uni- 
ted States Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics among 450 employers developed 
the following four findings in com- 
paring on-the-job records of dis- 


abled with those of able-bodied.

Absenteeism ._.........49% 44% 7%

Work Injuries

handicapped should be employed 
because of their ability rather than 
their disability.

The unions are requested by the 
Federation to do everything pos- 
sible to help provide employment 
for the physically handicapped and 
to bring the need for this service to 
the attention of their membership.

Green Calls For End of Wage 
Controls, Elimination of OPA 


President William Green, in his 
opening message to the annual con- 
vention of the American Federation 
of Labor, called for an outright end 
of wage controls and a return to 
true collective bargaining between 
labor and management. Lashing out 
at the unjust and unfair decisions 
of the WSB, Green pointed out that 
in many cases negotiating commit- 
tees representing unions and repre- 
sentatives of management had ar- 
rived at a settlement in regards to 
wages and working conditions only 
to have the WSB in an autocratic 
manner override the agreements 
that were amicably arrived at 


| through the processes of true col- | 


lective bargaining. Stating that the 


WSB was unfair and unjust in its | 


decisions, Green called for its abol- 

ishment in no uncertain terms. 
Striking at price control, Green 

stated that the present price con 


to and

that the decontrol board has made 
very few decisions where a rigid 
price control has been kept on con- 
sumer articles, Green called for an 
end to the OPA in that there was 
no reason now for continuing OPA 
under the present setup. The rea- 
sons for OPA were still there, stated 
Green, but the ineffective manner 
in which the present board was 
dealing with matters under its 
jurisdiction nullified the Price Con- 
trol Act and made price contro] in- 
effective.

What this amounts to can 
be appreciated only if one realizes 
that, whereas hourly earnings in 
July were 7.9 per cent above the 
1945 level, weekly earnings fell 2.9 
per cent below it.

law to make detailed and public re- 
ports to Missouri and Kansas com- 
missions, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the city. 
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The position of the organization 
taken at the meeting of September 
28th, regarding the Community 
Chest is repeated here for the bene- 
fit of any who may have overlooked 
last week’s column. The member- 
ship at that meeting voted to sup- 
port the Community Chest, but de- 
cided that the amount of contribu- 
tions should be determined by the 
individual. One circuit of theatres 
is attempting to fulfill a quota of 
10 per cent of every employe’s sal- 
ary. One of the leading arguments 
is that members of another union 
working in the same houses have 
pledged this amount. Investigation 
has proven this completely false. 


Members of this other organization 
are also supporting the Community 
Chest drive, but have definitely not 
committed themselves to a _ per- 
centage contribution. 


It has been understood for some 
years, that where members of our 
union were involved that the cour- 
tesy of inviting representatives of 
our union, would be shown, to dis- 
cuss any such matter. This has not 
been done. 

The instructions to the managers 
specify that they are to attempt to 
sell their employes on the idea of a 
10 per cent contribution. Under the 
circumstances we suggest that your 
contribution be made directly to the 
Community Chest and not through 
your place of employment. This 
suggestion is particularly in line 
with the requests of some of the 
communications from the chest 
agencies who request that you make 
your contribution in the city in 
which you are residing rather than 
where you are employed. We have 
had the assurances of several the- 
atre executives that no” pressure 
would be used.

OPENS SMASH 
PRINTING PLANT 


LOS ANGELES.— The bitterest 
strike in the history of the printing 
trades unions in the southwest 
ended here September 28th with & 
smashing victory for the 250 locked- 
out members of Allied Printing 
Trades unions at the Pacific Press 
Co., printers of west coast editions 
of Time and Life magazines. 


The lockout, which began April 
30th when the company ignored 
NLRB election victories by mem- 
bers if the International Typo- 
graphical Union and the Printing 
Pressmen’s and Assistants’ Union 
(both AFL), concluded with all 250 
workers returning to the job and 
the company agreeing to hire three 
out of four workers from the two 
crafts through the union and to pay 
union wages and observe union con- 
ditions. 

The victory was especially sig- 
nificant because Pacific Press has 
under construction a new plant that 
will cover 25 acres and employ 
2,000 workers, as Many as are now 
under contract by printing trades 
unions in all Los Angeles. The battle 
was therefore against efforts of 
large printing interests to establish 
the open shop in this area. 

Pacific Press is jointly controlled 
by the Luce interests, downtown 
Los Angeles real estate interests 
and the Donnelly Printing Co., 
which has so bitterly fought union- 
ization in Chicago. When the new 
plant is completed it will print west 
coast edition of Fortune, Readers 
Digest and other national maga- 
zines. 

The agreement ending the strike 
was based on a memorandum 
worked out recently between Presi- 
dent George L. Berry of the press- 
men’s union and President W. B. 
Clum of Pacific Press at the Press- 
men’s Home in Tennessee. Secre- 
tary-Treasurer W. J. Bassett of the 
|Los Angeles Central Labor Union 
|hailed the settlement as “a great 
victory for free collective bargain- 
ing.” 

It was, however, a hard-won vic- 
tory, marked by frequent violence. 
Only last month the offices of the 
Pacific Press strike committee were 
wrecked by company thugs who 
beat into unconsciousness the lone 
union member on guard, 19-year-old 
Don Steep. A few days before, an- 
other striker, John Sullivan, was 
| beaten after leaving the picketline 

As a result of the workers’ soli- 
darity, Pacific Press, largest pro- 
spective printing plant in the U. S., 
is on the road to becoming a com- 
pletely union shop.

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A FREE ECONOMY AND __. 
COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 


AFL maritime unions won an outstanding victory against 
arbitrary government dictation in September. It is tragic, how- 
ever, that in our once free country a costly strike was necessary 
to prevent unwarranted government interference with collective 
bargaining. 

The significance of Mr. Steelman’s September 12th decision 
for future wage policy is of utmost importance to American 
workers and employers. First, it places the Administration 
squarely behind the policy of free collective bargaining to deter- 
mine wage increases, where such increases do not raise prices. 
This is the policy endorsed by AFL ever since V-J Day. The 
decision also clarifies Administration wage policy in cases where 
both government and private industry are in the same business, 
but private industry has the largest payroll. In such cases, when 
private employers bargain collectively and agree to absorb the 
cost of a wage increase without raising prices, government will 
pay the same wage in its part of the business and absorb its 
costs. This follows the policy established in 1862, that govern- 
ment pays the wage prevailing in private industry. 

Secondly, the decision establishes no new formula. This was 
not a case of the government “yielding again to labor’ as ill- 
advised newswriters have claimed; it was the correction of a 
serious blunder by industry and public members of the Wage 
Stabilization Board which would have destroyed collective bar- 
gaining. Mr. Steelman’s decision approved the same wage in- 
crease already allowed for the industry in June, plus adjustment 
of inequities and fixing of new scales for workers not covered 
by the June decision. The adjustment of inequities has always 
been approvable under section 304 of the Wage-Price Policy 
Regulations issued March 11, 1946, and the Board has approved 
scores of such cases, many involving far greater adjustments. 

The maritime decision is a further step forward to free col- 
lective bargaining, and as such it places additional responsibility 
on management and labor. Industrial recovery has reached a 
state of unbalance where steady production is essential. The 
challenge to management and labor is to find peaceful ways of 
settling their disputes. This is a time when unions must guard 
especially against the disruptive tactics of Communists.—AFL 
Monthly Survey.

The “Wall Street Journal” assures us that while housewives are hav- 
ing a terrible time getting a little meat the profits of the big packers 
“will compare favorably” with 1945 and may surpass that luscious year. 

The “Journal” offers three explanations. At the top of the list is 
“elimination of excess profits taxes.’ Congress is responsible for that. 

Our lawmakers didn’t reduce the income tax of the man who works, 
but it cleared the way for profiteers to pile up their gains, even if they 
didn’t produce as much beef and other things as the people desired. 

These pleasant prospects are not confined to the packers. The South- 
eastern Greyhound Lines has applied to the I. C. C. for permission to 
declare a 100 per cent stock dividend. 

The Greyhound accumulated such a monumental surplus during the 
war that in December, 1944, it announced a 100 per cent stock dividend, 
which increased the number of outstanding shares from 271,409 to 542,818. 
Now it proposes to double the latter figure. 

Thus stockholders will have four times as many shares as they had 
two years ago, and they haven't invested an additional cent. 

This is all very startling and somewhat disturbing, but have you read 
a word of criticism in any newspaper? What would happen to a labor 
union which proposed to increase its members’ wages 300 per cent in 
less than two years?

This in- 
formation reached the Federation 
by means of news releases issued by 
the Department of Employment, al- 
though the law requires written de- 
cisions to be mailed to participants 
in such hearings. Nevertheless, the 
Federation has had to rely on these 
news releases to learn that its pro- 
tests had been turned down. 


The significance of the action 
taken by the Appeals Board is this: 
if an individual is unemployed for 
a full week and if part of his un- 
employment is attributable to dis- 
ability and part of the lack of work 
which he can do, he will be denied 
benefits. This is contrary to the 
clear intention of the act 


The protest filed by the Federa- 
tion on “part totals” was made with 
the hope that the Department, which 
has consistently adopted a restric- 
tive interpretation of the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act, would at- 
empt, at least at the start of the 
disahility program, to be liberal in 
its interpretations. That this was 
too much to expect of the Depart-

;ment of Employment is clearly 


established by the Appeals Board’s 
action denying the Federation’s 
protest and making a_ decision 


| which will deprive workers of much 


of the protection afforded by the 
disability program. 

In contrast, the principal protest 
filed by the employer - insurance 
group against the proposed regula- 
tion to allow payment of disability 
insurance benefits as long as the 
applicant is not receiving regula: 
wages, was upheld by a two-to-one 
decision of the Board, Commissioner 
Michael Kunz dissenting. This 
means that if a worker is covered 
under some program or plan under- 
written either by his employer or 
through an insurance policy, he can- 
not possibly receive any benefits 
from the Disability Insurance Act. 

Bad as was the action of the 
Board on “part totals,” their up- 
holding of the employer-insurance 
group’s protest against the  so- 
called regular wage completely 
sabotages the intent and purpose of 
the disability program. Those em- 
ployers who have tried and will 
continue to try to give full protec- 
tion to their employes when they 
are ill, through plans of their own 
or supplementary insurance policies, 
will now face the dilemma of either 
abolishing such plans or requiring 
their employes to pay the 1 per cent 
wage tax without receiving 
benefit from it whatsoever.

The charge that the Board has 
not acted in good faith is inescap- 
able when it is recalled that, with 
the exception of Commissioner 
Johnson, the members of the Com- 
mission had fully discussed this 
phase of the disability bill while it 
was being enacted and were well 
aware of the intent and purpose of 
the language incorporated in that 
Act. 

The California State Federation 
of Labor cannot avoid reaching one 
conclusion in this matter: The ac- 
tion taken by the majority of the 
Appeals Board seems to indicate a 
desire to sabotage from the start 
any state-sponsored program of dis- 
ability insurance by rendering that 
program ineffective. As one of the 
prime movers in obtaining the en- 
actment of the Disability Bill, the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor must and does herewith publicly 
condemn the action of the majority 
of the Board, and will do everything 
possible to overcome the obstruc- 
tions that are being placed in the 
way of the proper application of the 
disability plan.
